Suppress Lotteries and Posiselling. | 

Ald. Cullerton astonished his colleagues 
and the large lobby gathered in the council 
chamber last evening by presenting two or- 

-dinances—one to prohipit the selling of lot- 
tery tickets, the other to prevent poolselling. 
Both were drafted by the corporation coun- 
sel and embody the exact phraseology of the 
state laws. Their purpose, Ald. Cullerton 

said, isto give the statutory enactments ef- 

fect. He called for a suspension 
of the rules on the subject. Ald. 
McEnerny seconded the motion. The 
rules were suspended for the passage 
of both, only twelve aldermen voting in the 
negative. These are Whelan, Hickey, W. J. 
O’Brien, Murphy, Dvorak, McCann, McGil-. 
len, T. D. Burke, Muelhoefer, O’Brien, Rear- 
don, and Oehmen. Tie Republicans were 
astounded at the result of the vote. 

The lottery ordinance was then put on its 
passage. It was adopted unanimously. Ald. 
Whelao protested against the poolroom ordi- 
nance. He said it was in conflict with the 
state law, asitdid not make exceptions in 
favor of racetracks and fairgrounds. Both 
the Washington Park club and tne West 
side track were within the city limits. The or- 
dinance could therefore be invalid. Aid. Me- 
Gillen supported that view. Ald. Harris also 
feared that the ordinance would prove 
worthless on account of the conflict witn the 
state la Ald. Dixon made a _ vigorous 
speech in support of the ordinance. | 

Ald. Kent in tae meantime drafted an 
amendment making the ordinance comply 
with the state law in every particular. This 
was adopted. The ordinance was then passed 
unanimously. 

Ald. Dixon then tried to get in a resolution 
instructing the mayor and tne superintend- 
ent of police to vigorously enforce the two 
new ordinances and all others in reference 
to gambling. The Democrats choked him 
off. But he made his point.

N. F. Wortas 
ARIS, Sept. 10. — Tue projected match be- 
tween Prince Hatzfelat and the adopted 
daughter of Mr,’ C. P. Huntington has been 
definitely broken off. After a thorough in- 
vestigation of tlie matter the Pacific railroad 
magnate bas concluded he will not pay 
the prince’s debts, which he believes 
should be bettled by the prince’s 
father and mother, who are perfectly able to 


do so if they’ wisn. Mr. Huntington de- 
clared to the prince that he would only allow 


his adopted dayghter Clara a modest in- 
come, to be paid quarterly. and added that it 
would be stopped altogether if there was any 
attempt made to discount its payment in ad- 
vance. Prince Hatzfeidt indignantly re- 
fuses to accept any such térms, and is angry. 

The gist of the comment in American cir- 
cles at Paris is to the effect that Mr. Huat- 
ington has given evidence of much good 
sense by nis decision. It is asserted that he 
learned during his trip through Germany 
that Prince Hatgieidt was not an honorable 
man,and that there were several reasons why 
he could not live in his native country. On 
learning of Mr. Huntimgton’s intentions the 
prince’s ardor as a lover and a fiancé under- 
went a considerable modification, and in- 
deed the only person whose feelings of at- 
fection have suffered no change is Miss Hun- 
tington herself, who is still reported to be 
exceedingly anxious to acquire the prince’s 


badly tarnished coronet and heart. How- I doubt 


ever, she will have no lack of suitors while 
here. Witn Prince Hatzfeidt out ot the way 
the horde of other impecunious bearers of 
foreign tities will have a fair field. 

A report of the engagement of Miss Clara 
Huntington to Prince Francis of Hatzfeidt- 
Wildenberg was telegraphed Aug. 19. Miss 
Huntington was at the time at Alx-les-Bains 
with Mrs. John Sherwood, with whom she 
had been traveling about in Soain. 
She had met Prince Hatzfeldt at 
the house of ecx-Minister McLane 
at Paris, and he had followed her to Aix. 
The prince was born in 1853, and has figured 
prominently in several gambling scandals of 
a most unsavory nature. One of these. which 
occurred a couple of years ago, made much 
noise at the time and led to the prince’s 
temporary eclipse. No longer either in the 
diplomatic oer military service, to both of 
which he formerly belonged, he is the black 


sheep of a family which is famous on the 


continent for the number of its divorces and 
scandals. His debts are asserted to amount 
to over a million dollars.

ties, as was expected, only 300 were taken 
on at one of the largest docks in London, the 
Royal Albert. When these men got to their 
work they were surprised to find several 
hundred men who were known as “ biack- 
legs working on different ships. This in- 
censed ‘the returning strikers, and they 
positively refused to work side by side with 
the new mien and left the docksin a body. 
On joining their disappointed \ companions 
outside the gates they proceeded. to 
explain how those who had fought for 
five weeks, suffering. great privations, in 


order to bring the dock companies to 


their knees, had now the mortification of see- 
ing their places filled by outsiders, and this 
in the face of one of the clauses in Satur- 
day’s agreement in which the directors of 
the dock undertook to show no resentment to 
the strikers and agreed that they should ve 
piaced on a perfectly equal footing with 
those men who bad come to heip the compa- 
nies during the strike. This aews spread 
throughout the dock district and soon a 
crowd of several thousand men were ciam- 
oring for violence against the ‘‘ blacklegs.’’ 
John Burns, one of their leaders, was imme- 
diately sent for. He endeavored to pacify 
the infuriated mob, butit was not until he 
had threatened to personally chastise several 
of the most noisy that peace was restored. 
Large bodies of police have been drafted into 
the neighborhood, it being feared that should 
the strikers once get hold of the blacklegs 
the latter would fare badly. . 

London's great strike, therefore, still con- 
tinues, but the strikers are no longer peace- 
fully agitating, but threaten to resort to vio- 
lence ia order to gain their ends. 

Among the effects which the dockers’ 


strike will have is that immediate steps will 


be taken to organize the riverside laborers. 
From the low. figure of 89 the Dockers’ union 
has risen to 18,000 members, which was ex: 
clusive of the Lightermen’s union of 6,000 
members and the Stevedores’ union, which 
has a membership of 3,500. It is intended to 


“ consolidate these several bodies and form a 


general council fur Riverside industries to 
which all disputes between labor and capital 
can be referred. 

The subscriptions amounted to some £4),- 
000, of which there 1s a balance of about 
£5,000. This sum will be devoted to replac- 
ing the funds of the Stevedores’ union and 
putting new life into other old bodies. At 
one time there were some 50,000 men on 
strike, which meant that 200,000 people were 
dependent upon the funds. The best sub- 
scription came from the Australian colonies 
and amounted to £20,000. 

Nearly 3,000 of the Surrey dock men went 
back quietly to work today.

Butall the way from the White 
House to the depot the President’s carriage 
was followed by a coupé, the driver of which 
kept his horse's nose almost touching the rear 
of the first mentioned vehicle. The two mys- 
terious occupants of the coupé boarded the 
President's car and that was the last seen of 
them. It ‘was learned today: froma trust- 
worthy authority that the two  mys- 
terious members of the President's 
party were detectives who have 
been detailed from a private agency to see 
the President safely to Deer Park, and that 
their espionage did not ceasé until Mr. 
Harrison had crossed the threshold 
of his cottage at the mountain re- 
sort. For several days the intimate 
friends of Mr. Harrison have been much 
agitated on account of the bad feeling mani- 
fested in certain quarters over the Tanner 
case. Several ugly anonymous letters were 
found in the President’s mail and threaten- 
ing remarks by desperate and injudicious 
friends of ex-Commissioner Tanner have 
reached their ears. 

This matter assumed so serious an aspect 
that it was thought best to take some ac- 
tion to prevent such a calamity as had 
been hinted at. At first the President 
refused to entertain a proposition to 
engage the services of the detectives, 
but after the gravity of the situation was 
pointed out to him he agreed that his friends 
might take such action as they deemed best. 
This decision was reached Friday morning, 
and those in the secret were confirmed as to 
their judgment by an incident which 
happened at the white house at noon. 
A halfdrunken man wearing a faded blue 
blouse with brass buttons made his way to 
the entrance of the executive mansion and 
began to abuse the President in loud 
tones, saying among other things that 
the Grand Army would get even 
with President Harrison for his treat- 
ment of Tanner. The intruder was hustied 
out of the grounds and the visitors about the 
building who were of aa inquiring turn of 
mind were given to understand it was only a 
“drunken man.“ The detectives were 
placed on duty Saturday morning, and while

RESCUE OF SHIPWRECKED SAILORS. 


The Captain and Crew of the British Ship 
Garston Arrive at Auckland. 
AUCKLAND, N. Z., Sept. 16.— The Tonga 
steamer Wainui has brought to this port the 
captain and crew of the British ship Gars- 
ton, Capt. Davies, from Sydney, N. S. W., 


for San Francisco, which foundered in mid- 


ocean. The shipwrecked sailors were twen- 
ty-two days in an open boat without food or 
water. The twenty-second day the men, 
driven to desperation by hunger and thirst, 
decided that one of their number mast be 
sacrificed to save the lives of the others. 
They were casting lots to see who should be 
the victim, when they sighted Wallis Island. 
The natives of the island assisted the ex- 
hausted men to land and treated them in the 
kindest manner.

HE SERVED OUT His TERM. 


BOB YOUNGER HAS BREATHED HIS 
LAST IN EIS PRISON CELL.’ 


— Bil 


Death Freed Him from the Sentence That 


Gov. Merriam Refused to Modify—fis 
Two Notorious Convict Brothers and a 
Sister Kemained at Hig Bedside Until 
Life Was Extinet—Crimes Charged to 
the Bandit Brothers. : 
Stitiwater, Minn., Sept. 16. Sp — 
Bob Younger, the kisser PB nig on 
consumption at 10:20 this evening, at the age 


of 34 years, after an imprisonment of thirteen | 


years. Death at last came suddenly and 
hardiy expected under two or three weeks. 
He began to feel the end approach at 6 
o’clock, and told Jim and Cole, his brothers, 
also serving life sentences, to remain, as he 
had but two or three hours to live. He sank 
gradually, kept his mental facuities up to the 
last breath, and bade his brothers and sis- 
ter goodby. His remains will probably be 
taken to his dati ve county of Jackson, Mo., 


for interment. 


The story of Bob Younger’s life was re- 
puted to be one of crime after he reached 
young manhood. He was born Oct. 20. 1854, 
in Jackson county, Missouri, his father’s 
family consisting of eight girls and six boys. 
Allot these grew up to maturity, except 
three. Thecrime for which Bob was im- 
prisoned in the Stillwater penitentiary was 
his connection with the famous Northfield 
bank robbery in this state, when Cashier J. 
L. Haywood gave up his life. 

The crimes with which Bob’s name was 
associated are mary. In 1864 James Younger 
went to Kentucky with Quantrell and was 
taken prisoner by the federals and sent to 
Alton, III., and was released at the close of 
the war. Cole Younger then went off to 
Mexico with fifteen of his men, and later to 
California. But so far as known Bob staid 
at home on the Jackson county farm—at least 
he was there when Cole Younger returned 
from Cahfornia in 1866. James arrived 
some time after, and the boys went to 
work fixing up the farm, and but for the 
border troubles that’ followed there are 
doubts whether they would ever have pur- 
sued their life of outlawry. Cole left home, 
but Bob remained on the farm with his 
mother. The close of 1367 came and Cole 
bad arrived home again and found Bob there. 


He was reckless under the threats of the 


jayhawkers. The iatter had killed several 
of Quantrell’s band, and had expressed a de- 
sire to take him prisoner, and several unsuc- 
cessful attempts were made. These facts, 
with the murder of their father, at last 
aroused the Younger boye and they took up 
the work of revenge. a 
REPEATED DARING CRIMES. 

In July, 1873, there was a daring train rob- 
bery on the Rock Island road in Iowa, near 
Casey. in August, 1873, a stage coach was 
robbed in Neyada. In January, 1874, near 
Hot Springs, Ark., there was another stage 
robbery. Iu each of these cases the Younger 
boys were charged with the crime, but each 
time they successfully escaped the minions 
of the law. . 

The Iron Mountain, Mo., train robbery in 
1874 resulted in the placing of detectives on 
the trail of the Youngers, and in a fight with ’ 
them at Osceola, Mo., John Younger was 
killed and James was wounded. The Gad’s 


| Hili train robbery in northern Missouri and 


the Shreveport stage robbery were both 
charged to the Youngers. The elder broth- 
ers have always maintained, however, that 
Robert was never implicated in dny of the 
many crimes oha to their account with 


bank at Northfield. 


It was about 2 p. m. Sept. 7, 1876, that eight | 
or ten horsemen, armed to the teeth, dashed 


through the streets of Northfield, shooting in 
all direcuons and shouting to persons on the 
street to get inside their houses or stores. 
It was the first bold move for the robbery of 
che bank. They halted in front of the First 
National building and three men sprang 
trom their horses and entered, while the 
others remained outside to intimidate with 


continuous shooting any one who might ap-. 


proach. In the bank were Cashier Haywood, 
his assistant, A. E. Bunker, and Mr. Wilcox, 
a clerk. The robgers jumped over the coun- 
ter and, covering the men inside with re- 
volvers, ordered them to throw up their 
hands. One of the robbers started to go 
into the vault. Mr. Haywood followed him 
and partially closed the door, when he was 
pushed back and another of the robbers ap- 
proached and struck him on the head witha 
revolver. The two then dragged him toward 
the vault and with curses commanded him 
to open the inside door. Haywood refused 
and the men drew their knives, and one of 
them drew the blade across Haywood’s 
throat, making a small scratch, and com 
manded him again to open the door, 
threatening to cut his throat from 
ear to ear if he did not. At this mo- 
ment Bunker, the assistant cashier, attract- 
ed the attention of the robbers by running 
from the back door and one of them fired at 
him, the ball taking effect in the leg. But 
Bunker dashed on, escaped from the build- 
ing, and ran to a doctor’s office. The rob- 
bers who were working with Haywood hear- 
ing that the firing of their comrades stand- 
ing guard outside was being answered by 
the firing of citizens, and failing to induce 
the cashier to open the vault, sprang outside 
the counter and started fér the door. As 
the last one jumped out he turned, and with 
his revolver not more than a foot from Hay- 
wood’s head fired, the bail entering the 
temple and killing the heroic cashier in- 
stantly. 
AN EXCITING CHASE. 

By this time the citizens along the street 
had been aroused, revolvers were secured, 
and firing at the robbers began. From the 
second-story window of a building across the 
street from the bank a young man named 
Wheeler shot one of the robbers through the 
heart as he sat in his saddle, and then 
wounded another. The bandits saw that it 
was time to retreat, and they called to the 
three men in the bank to come as they 
started, alarmed by the shooting, but before 
the retreat began another robver had been 
shot. He was picked up, however, and 
thrown across in front of the sadale of one of 
the horsemen, and the band started in full 
run on the retreat, firing their revolvers in 
every direction at citizens, one of whom, 
Nicholas Gustavson, was shot through the 
head and died in three days. 

The news of the murders spread quickly 
and soon large bodies of men were in hot 
pursuit of ine bandits, who, it was soon dis- 
covered, had divided into two parties, taking 
opposite directions. One party was com- 
posed of Frank and Jesse James and perhaps 
one or two otners, and the other contained 
the Younger brothers. 

At times their pursuers were in sight, and 
then were lost sight of. Day after day the 
pursuit continued. Men left Minneapolis and 
St. Paul and joined in the hunt. Ia their 
flight both of the bandit parties stopped at 
farmhouses and got food, and at other times 
stole fresh horses, leaving their jaded beasts 
in exchange. It was a long, weary chase; 
but at last, the morning of the 2ist of Sep- 
tember, after every hope of a capture had 
almost been given up, the news was carried 
to Madelia, Minn., as fast as a horse would 
carry a courier that four men, believed to be 
some of the robbers, had. stopped at a farm- 
house seven miles north of tnere, bought 
some butter and bread, and started 
west on foot. Ina few moments a party of 
fifty men of Madelia was armed and horsed 
and in hot pursuit. They came up with the 
men and drove them through a siough eight 
miles northwest of the village. Then the 
bandits gained the open prairie, and their 
pursuers opened fireon them. The robbers 
returned this and kept working toward the 


_ | Watonwan river, which at last they reached 
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| predicted trouble. 
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and hid in the bushes. The citizens sur- 
rounded them, opened a general fire, and ad- 
vanced gradually. 

CAPTURE OF THE YOUNGER BOYS. 

The surrounded men returned the fire, and 

at last the robbers surrendered. One of them 
was found to be killed and the other three 
wounded—one only in the arm. The wound- 
ed men proved to be Cole Younger, James 
Younger, and Robert Younger. The dead 
man wes Charley Pitts. 

The three men refused to reveal their 
identity orany of the party, but it finally 
became known. The Jesse James party es- 
caped, but the identity ot J esse was revealed 
by the proprietress ot a bagnio he had visited 
in Minneapolis prior to going to Northfield. 

The Younger brothers were indicted for 
murder, and to save themselves from the 
gallows they pleaded guilty and were sen- 
tenced to the penitentiary for life. Under 
the Minnesota law at that time a person 
could not be executed it a plea of guilty of 
murder was entered. 

Bob Younger was a prisoner of excellent 
deportment during his long confinement in 
the penitentiary, During the last five years 
several attempts have been made by influ- 
ential citizens to secure a pardon for the 
Youngers, and especially Rob, who for sev- 
eral months had been known to be Ill, but in 
a recent appeal to Gov, Merriam in Bob's be- 
half he positively refused to interfere. 

The apologists of the Younger boys have 
many things to urge in excuse for their 
crimes. They say the boys were driven into 
guerrilla life by circumstances; that their 
father, Col. Harry W. Younger, a strong 
union man. though a slaveholder, was mur- 
dered by Kansas jayhawkers only for the 
purpose of ropbery; that the javhawkers per- 
secuted the remainder of the Younger family 
until they drove them into taking up 
arms against the north. They deny 
many of the bloody butcheries charged 
to the boys, and some deny that they were 
members of the guerrilla Quantrell’s band, 
but Cole himself admitted that in an inter- 
view three years ago, As to the career of 
Bob and his brothers, the murders for plun- 
der, the train, bank, and other robberies, all 
are denied except in one instance, and there 
is reason for believing that innocence would 
then have been pleaded had Bob apa his 
brothérs not been caught in the act and com- 
pelled to plead guilty to save themselves 
from the galiows. That was the murder at 
Northiield, although who fired the shot that 
killed Haywoud will probabiy never be 
known unless Cole Younger chooses to re- 
veal it before he dies. 

MR. SWEIGARD WILL REMOVE THE FENCE. 
A Philadelpaia Judge Brings a Reading 
Rallroud Ufficial to Terms. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Sept. 16.—General Su- 
perintendent I. A. Sweigard of tne Phil- 
adelphia & Reading railroad was sen- 
tenced to imprisonment for six months 
and to pay a fine of 51,000 by 
Judge Finietter today for maintain- 
ing a nuisance in the shape of a fence erect- 
ed along the line o? the Philadelphia & Read- 
ing raiiroad at Port Richmond, cutting off 
access to streets on either side of the road. 
Judge Finletter said he would not énforce 
the sentence of imprisonment without giving 
time to get Uecisions from the supreme court, 
and should the supreme court affirm the 
judgment and the nuisance be abated he 
would not enforce the sentence of imprison- 
ment. The lawyer then informed the court 
that the fence would come down within 
twenty-four nours. 


GOOD PEOPLE OF BURLINGTON SHOCKED. 


‘County Fair association of hold ing their fair 


open Sunday caused a bigstir among the peo- 
ple of Burlington. In every church sermons 
were preached denouncing this action and 
appealing to the people not to patronize the 
fair. The fair was held nevertheless, with 
all the attendants of horse racing, gambling, 
and liquor selling, and a large crowd was in 
attendance. . This afternoon a special meet- 
ing of ministers and citizeas was held, at 
which resolutions were adopted condemning 
the affair, and arrangements were made to- 
ward commencing a systematic fight against 
all Sunday games, baseball, racing, and open 
saloons. Next Sanday was appointed a day 
of general denunciation. 


HUALIPI INDIANS THREATEN TROUBLE, 


Citizens of Hackberry, Arl., Lend for Arms 
to Protect Themselves. 

Neepies, Cal., Sept. 16.—intelligence has 
reached here of anticipated trouble with the 
Indians at Hackberry, Ari. Prominent citi- 
zens of Hackberry have telegraphed to King- 
man for arms and ammunition. The cause 
of the trouble is not definitely known, though 
it has been feared for some time that the 
Hualipi Indians were dissatisfied. The tribe 
has been holding a big powwow and war 
dance in the mountain adjacent to Hack- 
berry for some weeks, and though it was 
called a dance for rain the old settiers have 
Lieut. Hersey of Fort 
Mojave is at Hackberry and says that trouble 
is inevitable. The citizens of Hackberry are 
fortifying and sending their families away.

What Bishop Fowler Heard While Abroad 
—A Dischsston Concerning the Plans 
for the Buildings to Be Erected—A 
Representative Committee Leaves for 
Detroit to “Spread the Gospel "—A 
Unique Article in a Cleveland (O.) Trade 
Paper—Notes. 

Bishop Fowler, formerly of Chicago, and 
now in charge of the diocese of California, 
arrived in Chicago yesterday. The bishop 
has just completed a trip around the worid, 
visiting China, the Holy Land, and almost 
every country in Europe, He spent several 
weeks at the Paris exposition. 

Yesterday Bishop Fowler called at the 
world's fair headquarters and announced 
that he was for Chicago first, last, and all the 
time, He said he did not believe there was 
another city in America so well adapted as 4 
site for such a great national enterprise, and 
he assured the committee that he would ex- 
ert his influence in Chicago’s behalf. In 
many European cities he found almost every 
American there urging the candidacy. of 
Chicago for the big show. He did not be- 
lieve, nor did any with whom he had taiked, 
that New York, Washington, or any other 
city in the United States would prove 80 ac- 
ceptable to the people of this and all other 
countries as Chicago. Bishop Fowler said he 
should do all he could in behalf of Chicago. 

As Bishop Fowler was leaving Mayor Cre- 
gier came in with a communication he had 
just receivea from New York. It was from 
A. E. Burkhardt of Cincinnati, who, having 
just returned from Paris, wrote that asa 
member of the Cincinnati board of exposi- 
tion directors he felt an earnest desire to see 


the great exposition of 1892 located some- 


where in the west, and as Cincinnati was not 
competing with other ciues he was satisfied 
that no other city in the country could pre- 
sent such strong claims as Chicago. Being 
fully imbued with this idea it was his desire 
to be put down on the subscription books as 
applicant for $5,000 worth of stock, The 
subscription was accepted and the mayor 
sent Mr. Burkhardt a teiegram to that effect. 


At a 
agitation C. H. Schwab said that, according 
to nis idea, the best way to begin work was 


so that when Congress comes together and 
aecides that the fair shall be held at Chicago, 
work can at once be begun on the buildings. 

Thomas B. Bryan broke in by saying that 
it was bis opinion it would be wise to make 
all preliminary arrangements so that ume 
will be e@onomized when Congress an- 
nounces that the great show will be held at 
Chicago. 0 

In reply to an inquiry as to the buildings 
at tne Parig exposition Mr. Bryan stated that 
they were vastiy improved, It would cost 
two erect buildings of the same character in 
this country at least $10,000,000. Whether 
Chicago would need such buildings or not 
would depend upon the character of the ex- 
hibits. In Paris, the highest order of art, 
the costliest mechanism, is found, but per- 
haps Chicago.would not have such exquisite 
work. Chicago would have exhibits of agri- 
cultura: machinery and the improvements 
which the inventive ingenuity of America 
has brought into existence. One 
of the features of the posi- 
tion which would excel all else 
would bein the exhibit of agricultural prod- 
ucts and fine stock. People in the east 
might say: O, we don’t need a county or 
state fair; we want something for the world 
to see,“ but the fact remained that the rural 
exhibition is to be one of the distinctive 
feavures of the fair. An Enghshman or 
Frenchmap would go further to see a fine 
exhibition of fancy stock’ than any fl 
work“ that could be made, The capitalists 
abroad and their friends will want to see 
exhibits from the mines and forests in which 
they have invested their money. Added to 
the features of international exhibitions, as 
hitherto heid, there could be such a display 
ot blooded stoca and of tne best produ >tions 
of the wogla’s chief granary as would delight 
all visitors. No action was taken.

COMMENDED THE KILLING OF TERRY. 


Justice Sawyer Gives His Decision in the 
Nagle Habeas Corpus Case. 

San Francisco, Cal., Sept. 16.— The an- 
nouhcement that a decision would be ren- 
dered in the habeas corpus case of Deputy 
Marsha: David Nagle, who shot and killed 
David S. Terry last month, drew quite a 
number of people to the United States circuit 
co oom today. Justice Fieid was present 
and occupied a seat in the jury box. Judge 
Sawyer and Judge Sabin were on the bench. 
After the decision discharging Nagle was 
read a notice of a, peal to the United States 
supreme court was given by counsel repre- 
senting che state of California and Nagie was 
released on his own recojfn)zunce, bonds be- 
ing fixed at $5,000. The decision wus long and 
was delivered by Judge Sawyer. It gives a 
review of the circumstances of the last year, 
including the threats of Terry and his wife, 
which culminated in the recent tragedy at 
Latbrop. in commenting on the subject of 
jurisdiction, Judge Sawyer says: “ There is 
no conflict between the authority of the state 
and the United States.. The state in such 
cases is subordinate and the national govern- 
ment paramount.” 
He continues: “There can be no doubt 
that the jurisdiction of the United States is 
not affected by reason of the location where 
the homicide occurred. The main questions 
which the court considered are: First, was 
the homicide now in question committed by 

titioner while acting in the discharge of 

aty imposed upon him by the constitution 
and law of the United States; and, second, 
was the homicide necessary, or was it reason, 
ably apparent to the mind of petitioner at 
the time ana under the circumstances then 
existing that the kilijng was necessary in 
orderctoa full and @ombpiléte discharge of 
such duty. The court Wéciares that the mar- 
shal is a peace officer so far as keeping the 

ace in any matter wherein the sovereignty 
of the United States 16 concerned, and he 
bas all the powers of a sheriff as to such 
matters. The constitytion provides fora 
supreme court and givesto the President 
the power and duty of seeing that the laws 
are faithfully executed. 

“The court further declares that only a 
United States marsuhl or his deputy could 
have performed the duty of protecting Fieid, 
the use of state police being impracticable, 
as the powers of the sheriff would have 
ended at the borders of bis county.” 

Judge Sawyer states: After mature con- 
sideration we huve reached the conclusion 
that the homicide in question was committed 
by the petitioner wulle acting in the dis- 
charge of his duty imposed upon him by the 
constitution and laws of the United States.“ 
Judge Sawyer says he bas seen some adverse 
criticism to the effect that Nagle fired too 
quickly, and on this subject the decision 
closed as follows: Nagl was on the scene 
of action facing the party making the mur- 
derous assauit. Knowime by personal ex- 
perience his physical powers and his desper- 
ate character; and by general reputation his 
lifelong habit of carrying arms in readiness 
to use them. and his angry, murderous threats; 
and seeing his demoniac looks, his stealthy 
assault from ‘behind; and remembering 
the sacred trust committed to his charge, 
Nagle in these trying circumstances was the 
party to determine when the supreme mo- 
ment for action had come, and if he honestly 
acted with reasonable judgment and discre- 
tuon the law justifies him ęven if he erred. 
But who will bave the courage to stand up 
in the presence of the facts developed by 
the testimony in the case and say he fired 
the smallest fraction of a second too soon. 


In my own judgment he acted under the 


trying conditions surrounding. him in good 
faith and with consummate courage, judg- 
ment, and discretion. The homicide was in 
our opinion clearly justifiabie in Jaw, and in 
the foram of sound practical common sense 
commendable,”’ 


TO TEST THE MEAT INSPECTION LAW, 


In the United States Court at St. Paul an 
important Case Will Come Up. 

Sr. Part, Minn., Sept. 16.—[{Special,.]—A 
case will be tried before Judge Nelson of the 
United States circuit court tomorrow morn- 
ing whicb will be of the utmost importance 
to meat men throughout the west, as it will 
practically decide the constitutionality of the 
Minnesota meat inspection law. 

This afternoon at White Bear lake Deputy 
Sheriff Clewett arrested Heiiry E. Barber, a 
butcher, on the charge of violating the in- 
spection law by killing and selling beef 
without having it first inspected. He was 
brought before Juage Clark of White Bear, 
and at once admitted to bail. No sooner had 
this transpired than a number of Barber’s 
friends appeared before Judge Neison and 
had a writ of habeas corpus issued against 
Sheriff Bean commanding him to have Barber 
brought into the United States circuit court 
for trial tomorrow morning at 10 o’ciock. It 
is understood that Barber is a representative 
of Armour, and that the whole matter of his 
arrest and trial tomorrow had been fixed up 
80 as to give a test to tne law’s validity. The 
friends who were instrumental in securing 
the issuance of the writ of habeas corpus are 
wel-knowo meat dealers and stockmen of 
this city.

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EX-COUNTY COMMISSIONER HANNIGAN 
RETURNS TO CHICAGO, 


The Wanderer Appears in Judge Horton's 
Court dnd Gtves $1,000 Bail—He Says 
He Left the City on Account of In 
Health and Not Through Fear of the 
Outcome of the Great Conspiracy Case— 
Where His Travels Took Him. 


A quiet looking man of medium stature, 
with iron gray hair and mustache, and ac 
companied by two friends, walked into Judge 
Horton’s court at 10 o’clock yesterday morn- 
His appearance created no sensation, 
because no one in the courtroom at the time 
except his two companions: knew who the 
quiet stranger was. He tookachair in one 
corner of the room while one of his com- 
panions, Francis T. Murphy, a young attor- 
ney, went over to speak to Assistant State’s 
Attorney Neeley, who was acting as prose- 
one of the cases on Judge Horton’s calen- 

ar. 

In a few minutes the news spread that the 
stranger was ex-County Commissioner John 
Hannigan, one of the “boodle” commis- 
sioners under indictment for gigantic frauds 
on the county. He had spent two years and 
a half in keeping out of the criminal court of 
Cook county, but he has come back volun- 
tarily to stand trial, and was in court for the 
purpose of giving bail. He could not stay 
away from Chicago any longer, and possibly 
bis friend McGarigle’s luck in getting off 
with a $1,000 fine made him still more anxious 
to try his fortune with the law.

SENATOR INGALDS’ EXAGGERATIONS. 

Senator Ingalls is quoted as saymg in a 
speech at a soldiers’ reunion in Kansas last 
week: 

The wealth ot this nation increases 840.000.000 
with every tick of the watch and the soldier has 
earned it all. Without him there would have 
been no treasury, no nation, and he is entitled to 
his percentage of it. 

As the total annual production of wealth 
in this country at the time of the last census 
amounted to only ten billions, out of which 
thé whole population Ras to be supported, it 
is plain that Senator Ingalls has fallen into 
great error or that the figures, reported by 
telegraph, were badly jumbled. If the coun- 
try was increasing in wealth at the marvel- 


ous rate of $420,000,000 per minute there 


would be little difficulty in granting big 
ser vice pensions to all the union soldiers 
of the war, but unfortunately, prosperous as 
dne nation is, it must take care to out its 
cloth according to its resources when it 
comes to ‘the expenditure of hundreds of 
miliions anually in a single class of stanaing 
appropriations. Facts must be looked at as 
they are and the budget made up to keep 
expenditures withia the limit of resources.

While Tun Tuintxx yields to no one in ad-

THE HYPNOTIC CONGRESS. 

The recent revelations made in the prac- 
tice of hypnotism as a curative agent by Drs. 
Bernheim and Liebault, professors in the 
faculty of medicine at Nancy, Francs, re- 
ceive an added interest from the interna- 
tuonal congress of hypnotism just finished 
at the Paris exposition. At this congress 


‘the curious phenomena which have so long 


puzzied “the medical worid were thoroughly 
discussed by some of the most eminent scien- 
tific and medical authorities of France and 
other countries. Some of the reports made 
on that occasion of the results of the cure 
by suggestion as practiced at the Hospital 
dela Pitie and at the Salpétriére were of 
extreme interest. Dr. Voisin of the latter 
testified that until 1880 it was not believed 
possible to hypnggize insane persons, but in 
that year he succeeded in one case and since 
that time had been successful in ten cases in 
every hundred, and remarkably so in over- 
coming hallucinations, ill-temper, and hys- 
teria, the outgrowth of insanity. He had 
also used it to good purpose in combating 
vices, abuses of medicine, defects in intelli- 
gence, ahd neuraigta, and in restraining de- 
generate and vicious children. Drs. Lie- 
bault and Bernheim of Naucy told of 414 
cases thev had experimented upon. Of these 
100 were cured, in nmety-eight there was a 
noticeable improvement, in ninety-two a 
slight one, and in only seventy-one were 
there no results. These cases were organic 
maladies of the nervous system, mental dis- 
| Dr. Fontan of Toulon 
and Dr. Jong of the Hague had used it suc- 
cessfully in curing the dread of lightning, 
and Dr. Fort of Paris had performed sur- 
gical operations upon patients under its influ- 
ence, 

In summing up the results of this congress 
it may de said that the savants who attended 
it have unquestionably got at the reality 
which underlies mesmerism and animal mag- 
netism. hitherto considered as one of the 
black arts, and have succeeded in utilizing 
and controlling it for scientific purposes with 
a remarkable degree of success. It is not with- 
out its dangers, however, for in the hands 
of unprincipled or unscientific persons it 
may be used to accomplish criminal purposes 
and may create mental and moral conditions 
leading, directly to vicious habits and the 
commission of crime. Scores of well estab- 
lished incidents of this tendency are on rec- 
ord in the criminal annals. The congress 
recognized this dauger and passed the fol- 
lowing important resolutions: 


1; That all public exhibitions of magnetism 
and hypfotism ought to be gp by the au- 
— in the interest of public health and 
morals 

2. That the exercise of hypnotism as a cura- 
tive agent ought to be reguiaféd by the laws 
governing the practice of medicine. ' 

3. That it is desirable that the study of hyp- 
notism and its applications should be intro- 
duced into the teaching of medical science; and 
that considering the disastrous influences exer- 
cised in prisons by criminals upon hysterical 
prisoners the hypnotic congress recommends 
that hysterical delinqueats in prisons be placed 
under the control of tne physician. 


The conclusions of the congress were thus 
stated: 0 ; 

It is an experimental science whose forwara 
march is inevitable. The results thus far ob- 
tained are often inexplicable and seem to be 
miraculous, but they cannot be denied, their con- 
sequen¢es must be accepted, and the world must 


remember thatso miraculous appeared all dis- 


coveries at first hearing. That hypnotism re- 
poses of the incontestable influence of mind over 
matter; that the hypnotic state is created by 
sug es mon, and that a hypnotizer succeeds in 

bduing his patient by personal sagacity and 
— observation of the fact that every 
cerebral cell influenced by an idea tends to 
realize that idea by starting the nervous fibres 
corresponding+to its realization. The idea then 
becomes an act. 


The character of the eminent practitioners 
engaged in experimenting with this new ap- 
plication of an old theory, weli known to stu- 
dents of psychology, and the remarkable re- 
sults thus far attained will call genera! at- 
tention to the new science of cure by sugges- 
tion, and its future development will be 
watched with great interest. There are more 
thingsin heaven and earth than are dreamt 
of in our philosophy, and this appears to be 
one of them. It is a new and as yet an experi- 
mental science, but its slow, steady, and un- 
sensational growth is in its favor. 


A STATE TRUST IN NATURAL GAS. 

The shrewd lawyers who have been. re- 
tained to defend the act of the Indiana legis- 
lature intended to prevent the piping of nat- 
ural gas from that state to Chicago will not 
risk their case on the simple issue ot inter- 
ference with commerce between the states. 
They know that, traffic in natural gas must 
be governed by the same legal principles as 
dealings in coal or any other product and 
that the state cannot prevent by direct action 
the sale in other states of anything produced 
in its jurisdiction. State trusts or trade 
monopolies are effectually guarded against 
by that provision of the federal constitution 
which gives Congress exciusive power to 
regulate commerce between the states. Un- 
derstanding this fact the Indiana lawyers 
and lawmakers seek to attain their purpose 
in an indirect way, and instead of directly 
prohibiting the piping of gas ont of the state 
provide that companies organized for that 
purpose cannot condemn land, but must pay 
for every foot they use in laying conduits. 
This, it is thought, will make pipe lines so ex- 
pensive that natural gas cannot be taken out 
of the state, and hence to all practical in- 
tents it is claimed Indiana can succeed in 
prohibiting interstate commerce in natural 
gas produced within its limits. 

An Indianapolis dispatch says the attor- 
neys for the natural gas trust have deéided 
to take the ground that the legislature dia 
not intend to forbid the piping of gas from 
the state, but merely to prevent tne con- 
demnation of land for pipe lines, They 


claim the sole purpose of the act was to pre- | 


vent the taking of private property without 
just compensation and require the pipe line 
companies to acquire right of way by gift or 
purchase. If the court should upbold this 
view the effect will be that pipe line com- 
panies wouid have to buy their way across 
Indiana to Chicago, paying the full value of 
the land, but this would require such an in- 
ere of capital that tne enterprise would

natural gas does not imply a taking“ of the 
land used for that purpose. Land through 
which a pipe line is laid may still be used 
for other purposes without its value being 
impaired. It is not necessary for a pipe line 
company to take land and deprive farmers of 
its possession, and the utmost that could be 
required in justice would be payment for any 
injury to the land or impairment in its value 
where such results could be shown. “Just 
compensation’ means simply that the owner 
shall be made good by an equivalent in 
money for any loss he sustains in being de- 
prived of of his land. But where 
pipes are laid through land and possession 1s 
not taken of the surface it would seem that 
owners should not be entitied to more than 
gompensation for the actual damage they 
sustuln. In any case where they could show 
that pipelaying bad damaged the land or de- 
creased its value they would unquestionably 
be entitled to compensation, but where there 
is slight injury, if any at all, it cannot be just 
to require purchase of the property“at its 
full value. The real purpose of tne Indiana 
act, however, is to accomplish by evasion a 
state regulation of interstate commerce, 


‘ JHE LAST KICK OF THe CUTOFF. 

Tun Trrsune has crammed drainage chan- 
nei facts down the throat of the Herald till it

engineers who follow Mr. Gathrie’s idea 
hold that no great canal could be finished 
without precautionary protection from the upper 
velley.

‘This is an honest admission that after the 
deep cut is made there will be no need of the 
five million Skokie or any other northern 
cutoff. Well, that is gratifying progress. 
But the Herald fears that no contractor will 
take the job unless he is freea from the wa- 
ters of the Desplaines while he is doing the 
work; he must have a dry river bed to work 
in or he will not work at all. 

They are not such tenderfeet as this. 
They are notin the habit of stopping work 
when a shower comes. It would, of course, 
be an advantage to them to be assufed that 
there would be no interference from the wa- 
ters of the Desplaines at any time. They 
could make closer bids if they did not have 
to allow any for disturbance by floods. But 
they would not refuse the work if the pay is 
satisfactory. The only practical question is, 
Would a cutoff cost more than would be saved 
by reason of the lower bid of the contractor? 

On that point there cannot well bea dif- 
ference of opinion among intelligent men. 
The cutoff will cost five or more million 
dollars. The contractor will not charge five 
million extra or the tenth of it on the rock 
cut because of the possible interference by 
summer showers. On that he will to a cer- 
tain extent take his chances. He can easily 
figure out the probable amount of interfer- 
ence and on that he will make his estimate. 
He knows that as a general thing nine years 
out of ten the Desplaines is dry all through 
the summer and fall. He knows that it is 
vot an offensive stream in winter, and car- 
ries but a little driblet of water, and that it 
is only during a little of the spring that it is 
belligerent. He will begin not at the north- 
east end, which would necessitate his work- 
ing in a puddle all the time, but at the south- 
western, which drains itself. As his excava- 


mon will be abouts 200 feet wide on the sur- 


face, he may no“ make it ail at once of the 
full width, so that the entire face of the 
work would be wet after heavy rains; but 
would probabiy cut out a part on the east or 
west side down which the rain waters might 
flow, leaving the rest dry to workon. Were 
there to be a sudden heavy storm in the up- 
per Desplaines the telegraph would give 
timely warning and he would remove his 
tools before the flood became anything that 


could damage his implements.

THE LAFAYETTE OUTRAGE. 
The recent outrage reported from Lafay- 


ette, La., 1s almost too horrible for belief. Its 


only compensation, if compensation it can be 
called, is that it has at last aroused the de- 
termination of white men in the south who 
are not utterly lost to all sense of humanity 
‘that a halt must be called and the wretches 
who perpetrated it must be punished. The 
details of the outrage are sickening, but they 
are only what might have been expected to 


‘resuit from the criminal disregard of law 


and tolerance of brutalities and outrages in- 


. flicted upon the negroes in Mississippi and 


Louisiana. 0 

A colored man, 60 years of age, some 
months ago was warned to leave the vicini- 
ty of Lafayette by regulators. He disregard- 
ed the notice and remained with his young 
daughter in the little home he had earned by 
his hard labor. Tne regulators gathered 
about his house, and when they began firing 
into it he seized his gun and defended him- 
self. After discharging it he rushed out and 
sought to escape, but was pursued by the 
“wretches a Killed. They then returned 
to the hougé, dragged the terrified girl out, 
and cut her throat from eartoear. It will 
hardly be credited that the coroner’s jury 
found no evidence that would implicate any 


one and that the report of the outrage states 


that “such is the feeling in this section it is 
safe to say that the lawbreakers will enjoy 
immunity.” Is it possible that this reflects 
the sentiment of the better class of that com- 
munity? It it does, then the condition of so- 
Law is at an 
end and utter moral degradation has set in. 

The hopeful sign in this horritie business 
is its unanimous condemnation by the south- 
ern press. There is no disposition manifest 
in any quarter to condone it or to shield the 
murderers from justice. The Augusta (Ga.) 
Chronicle says: If there is any hesitation in 


+“ pursuing tne guilty parties or any disposi- 


“tion to excuse them it will not be forgot- 
“ten. It will be remembered and may be 


“ productive of unhappy consequences.“ The 
Montgomery Advertiser takes this general 


view of the situation: | 

There is not a man, woman, or child, white or 
black, criminal or innocent, sane or insane, that 
has not at every hour of the day and every hour 
of tne night his happiness and welfare, his life 
and property, all at stake and depending upon 
the law and the community's love for the law. 
That a community should love the law and its 
courses and should strive always to maintain it 
is not only a guard about the home and person 
of each individual, it is more than that; it isa 
letter of credit to every citizen of that commu- 
nity, whereby every dollat invested in the place 
or 8 dollar saved has an added value in the 
market.

Let us see if the law is 
strong enough to vindicate itself, not only at 
Lafayette, but at other points in Mississippi, 
Alabama, and Georgia, where outrages have 
recently occurred. These horrors have been 
transpiring ever since last spring, and 
though indictments have been found in some 
cases notone of the wretches has yet been 
brought to punishment, though they are 
known io every case. The southern press is 
to be commended for its latest utterances, 
but if justice is to go no further than this the 
situation is hopeless and the farce of en- 
forcing the laws might as well be aban- 
oned. 


PAROCHIAL VERSUS PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

While commenting some weeks ago on 2 
sermon preached by a Roman Catholic priest 
at Pittsburg, wherein he insisted that his pa- 
rishioners must send their children to the 
parochial and not the public schools, Tus 
TRIBUNE said that, although the council of 
Baltimore had ordered that every parish 
have a school and that the priest make every 
effort to gather the children of members ot 
his flock into it, yet there were certain good 
reasons why that decree of the council to 
a considerable extent would be a dead let- 
ter. 

In the first place the public school is ab- 
solutely free to all, rich or poor, while the 
parish school is free only to those who can- 
not pay. It is expected, and rightly so, that 
every one who sends his children to the 
parish school if he can afford it shall pay 
something, even though it be but a quarter 
of u dollar a week. Many of the extremely 
poor are too proud to send their children 
to the parish school because they have no 
money to give, and they dislike to be looked 
on as paupers by those who can and do 
give. They prefer the pubic schools, where 
there are no such invidious distincuons. 
Of those who can pay a great many see 
the advantege of having their children go 
to schoois where nothing but English is 
spoken, and where they can learn the lan- 
guage and the customs of the American 
people among whom their lives are to be 
spent. In the next place the priests in this 
country cannot order, they can only per- 
suade, If the layman will not yield the 
priest cannot drive him. 

These facts are illustrated by a difference 
of opinion between clergy and laity in the 
Polish Roman Catholic church of St. Josa- 
phat in this city regarding this question of 
parochial schools. Five years ago some sis- 
ters belonging to one of the educational or- 
ders of the church were brought here from 
Poland and a school started. There has been 
an effort ever since to get the parishioners to 
send their chiidren to the school, but for rea- 
sons given above they have not taken kindly 
to it and a majority of them have persistent- 
ly sent their boys and giris to the public 
schools, which they considered cheaper and 
better. It must be admitted that a course of 
study imported from Poland is not likely to 
be suited for American consumption. Out of 
the existence of this school and from some 
other causer great disvord bas arisen and the 
whole question is at present before the arch- 
bishop for settlement. He has refused to do 
away with the school. He cannot abolich it 
without flying in the face of the council of 
Baltimore. But it is safe to say he will make 
no violent effort to force the parishioners to 
send tLeir cnildren there, for the Poles are 
quick to rise in insurrection, and it is equally 
safe to say no amount of persuasion will con- 
vince these Poles that they shall send 


their children to the sisters, because the lat- 


ter cannot teach them the things which it is 


most important for them to know.

Permit me, sir, as one whose recent experience 
in London extends over five years, to say that 
Dr. Lorimer, if correctly reported, is wofully 
mistaken as to his facts. In London and in 


every large city in England the public houses, 


which are regulated not by local laws but by im- 
perial statute, are open every Sunday. Christ- 
mas day, and Good Friday, between the hours of 
1 ad 3 p. m., and of 6 and 11 o'clock in the even- 
ing. In the rural districts the opening hour 1s 
12:30 p. m. and the closing hour 2:30 in the after- 
noon, and these reopen at 5:30 and close at 10 at 
night. These hours are regulated by law and 
the traffic is carried on in precisely the same 
manner as on week days. At every large Lon- 
don public house the crowds of men waiting for 
the opening at 1 o'clock and the hundreds of 
chiidren with pitchers waiting for the dinner 
peer may be seen by every churehgoer as he 
walks home from his place of worsnip. This 


applies to all England. for there is not a single 


local option or probibition district in me king- 
dom. Ww Tales has a Sunday closing law and Scot- 
land has the Forbes-McKenzie act designed for 
the same purpose, but in England, re for the 
limitation of tne hours, liquor selling is as 
Sunday as on any day of tae week.

After that the witness went 
into the fire insurance business, and tne ist 
of February, 1886, after being Ives’ partner, 
changed his relations and became confiden- 
tial clerk, Mr. Parker asked about that time 
what he had seen or heard concerning Ives’ 
inception of the Cincinnati, Hamilton & Day- 
ton scheme.

Ata meeting of the 
stockholders held in this city Feb. 25, 1887, at 
which the witness acted as secretary, he 
made minutes wherein the directors author- 
ized the purchase of the balance of stock, 
1,496 shares, at 130. Woodruff stated that 
only four shares of the unauthorized stock 
remained out to date. These four were 
burned by Ives“ direction. The witness tes- 
tified that the registration of stock first

oodruff then told how he and Ives one 
night copied off with the aid of the stock 
transfer book the names and created a new 
set of certificates purporting to be the ones 
remaining out, and showing them to Mr. 
Burns, tne bank official, as the outstanding 
certificates. 


GENERAL NEWS FROM NEW YORK. 


Frightful Death of a Careless Engineer in 
a Brewery lee Factory. 

New York, Sept. 16.—[Special.]—A fright- 
ful accident occurred in Rupert’s beer brew- 
ery at No. 208 East Ninety-second street last 
night. Engineer Charles Friese, a big, 
strong man, was litérally torn to pieces be- 
fore the eyes of his comrades. Friese was 
employed in the ice house and had charge of 
one of the ice manufacturing machines. The 
engine, which is in the uvper portion of the 


cellar, pumps cold air into the vauits. It has 


long piston rods, which run upward in an 
iron frame for a distance of about twenty 
feet. The lower part of the piston revolves 
on a shaft by means of a crank arm. About 
10:15 o clock last evening Friese noticed that 
one of the bolts on one side of the brace 
which holds the two uprights together 
and each side was loose. He secured a 
wrench for the purpose of tightening it. He 
siackened the speed of the engine slightly 
and as the crank arm shot upward he reck- 
lessly stepped on it. On reaching the top 
Friese reached out his arm to tighten the nut 
on the loose bolt. In so doing he missed his 
footing and pitched downward. His body in 
falling struck the handle which sets the ma- 
chinery in motion, and witha mighty throb 
the engine began to work. The great erank 
caught Friese in its remorseless grip and 
when the arm came around it struck him 
about the chest. The flesh crunched under 
the mighty strain and his body was ground 
down to the side of the pit. Before the big 
crank could make another revolution the en- 
gineer’s heiper threw the belt off and the 
machine stooped. Friese was lifted out and 
died immediately. .

JUDGE GRESHAM’S DECISION NOT FILED. 


Surprising Discovery in Connection with 
the Indiana, Decatur & Weatern Case.

TRYING TO BREAK UP THE JUTE TRUST 


Cotton and Pine Straw Bagging Being Used 
by Alabama Farmers. 

GreenyiLie, Ala, Sept. 16.—[Special. }— 
The members of the Farmers“ alliance in this 
portion of the cotton belt of Alabama are aid- 
ing to break down the jute trust, which is 
being antagonized in every part of the state, 
by the introduction of cotton bagging as a 
substitute for baling the cotton. The latter 
system is a new one, and farmers are unable 
as yet to prepare the material on account. of 
the failure of the factories to supply the 
demand. Increased facilities are being rap- 
ialy adopted for turning it out. and before long 
cotton , bagging will entirely suppiant une 
jute, notwithstanding that a loss if 50.cents 
or 81 per bale is sustained by those who use 
cotton bagging. Cotton baled with the new 
bagging is liable to be uncovered or to be 
damaged on account of the flimsiness of the 
material, and because of this fact many ware- 
housémen refuse to accept cotton not cov- 
ered with jute. 

In some sections pine straw is being woven 
in bagging, which issaid to be much supe- 
rior to the jute. It is not inflammapie, ana 
will protect cotton better than any covering 
yet broughtinto use. Aside from breaking 
up the jute trust the introductuon of cotton 
bagging has opened up a new industry in 
this portion of the south, ana will furnish a 
market for damaged and heretofore unsala- 
bie cotton. f 

Cotton is now coming in rapid iy, and it is

The bulk of the cotton 
marketed here goes to Lowell, Providence, 
and other eastern cities.

Law to Harlan County Citizens. 

Lovuisviiie#, Ky., Sept. 16.—Gov. Buckner, 
before he went to White Sulphur Springs, 
and while making arrangements for the mil- 
itary expedition into Harlan county, pre- 
pared the following proclamation, which has 
just beea issued: 

To the people of Harlan county: 

Commonwealth of Kentucky, Executive De- 
partment—Whbereas, official information has 
reached me that the Jaws of the state are set at 
defiance in your midst; that some of the civil 
officers, elected by yourselves and sworn to dis- 
charge their duty to society, not only refuse to 
execute the laws but give covert assistance to 


| the criminal classes; that muraers and assassi- 


nations are perpetrated with impunity; that civil 
officers are resisted by force of arms in the dis- 
charge of their duty: and that the people of the 
county have permitted themselves to be so ter- 
rorized by the lawless acts of afew individuals 
as to have refused obedience to the civil authori- 
ties in their efforts to arrest persons 

with the commission of crimes; 

Now, therefore, I, S. B. Buckner, Governor of 
the commonwealth aforesaid, have deemed it 
my duty to $end state troops to your county. It 
18 proper that I should inform you of the objects 
of their coming: 

It is not tor ine purpose of relieving you of 
your responsibilities of citizenship or to dis- 
charge for you the duties imposed on you by laws 
of your own meking. They come in strict sub- 
ordination to the civil authorities to support the 
dignity and Authority of the court and to aid it in 
enforcing the law, not only against its ‘open vio- 
lators, but also against their siders and abettors 
and against those citizens whe give indirect as- 
sistance to ¢rime by refusing to aid the civil au- 
thorities in repressing it. 

You are invested with the same rights as the 
people of other countries; your officials possess 
equal authority; you have an equal interest in 
the observance of law and owe the same obed- 
once to your civil officers when summoned to 
enforce it.

BAD SMASHUP ON A NEW YORK RAILROAD, 


One Man Killed and Several Badly Hart in a 
Collision—Uther Accidents. 

Exmrra, N. T., Sept. 16.—[Special. |—The 
Tioga passenger train which left this city at 
about 6 o’clock this evening came in collision 
with a Fali Brook coal train at Tioga Junc- 
tion, tweniy-thbree miles from here.

& Western express leaving Pittsburg at 
12:05 this afternoon passed through an open 
switch at Colliers, W. Va, at full speed, 
thence through two others onto a siding, 
crashing into several gcndolas. The engine 
was ditched and dismantied and thrown 
down an embankment, the baggagecar was 
thrown erosswise and stripped of all its 
trucks, the smoker was thrown partly down 
toe bank. Engineer Barney Bannon and 
Fireman Jack O. Bey, both of Pittsburg, 
stood by the engine unti! it went over, be- 
ing thrown into some bushes, and miracu- 
lousiv escaped with slight injuries. Tho pas- 
sengers and trainmen in the smoker and 
baggagecar also escaped witha few slight 
injuries and were badly shaken up. There 
is no regular switchman at Colliers, a yard- 
master having geveral supervision. It is the 
duty of the conductor of the last train 
through the switch to shut it, end such per- 
son, whoever it was, is thought to have left 
it open. The day coach and sleepers bebind 
the smoker did not leave the track, and after 
two hours’ delay proceeded. Everybody 
there agreed that it was the worst looking 
wreck with no one killed they ever saw.
